This letter in haste. Please give me a good reason why Conn. # 1 in Anderson's ms 
is not to be considered circulating currency. The year is printed 1777, with the 
actual month and date to be filled in. It reads: The bearer hereof shall be entitled 
to receiveout of the treasury of this state, the sum of TEN POUNDS (printed denom) 
lawful money or bills of credit emitted by order of the Continental Congress or the 
General Assembly of this state at or before the end of three years from the date, with 
interest at the rate of four percentum per annum, to be paid annually if demanded. 

The only thing that this lacks that other notes have is a printed date of authorization. 
It differs from the #6 note in that it acknowledges receipt of an amount, and is 
paid to a person or bearer, which makes it a loan ctf, but the #1 has no such phrase. 
According to Anderson, who quotes a source, it was issued for exchange of bills of 
credit of the old emission. Many of the issues that we consider currency were 
issued for that same purpose, and even though they had printed authorization dates, 
many were dated at the time of actual issue in ink (Guaranteed issues). Perhaps a more 
thorough search of the Conn Archives might turn up an authorization date. For all 
intents and purposes, this could have, and probably did circulate as currency. The 
ones that I've just seen are b hole cancelled and have hand written on the back:
